OUR COUNTRY AND OUR POLICY. 
- (he legal right of the United States to permit its 
citizens to engaze.in the commerce in arms and mu- 
nitions of war with belligerent governments is clear. 

Hqually clear is the legal right of the United 
States to check or prohibit such commerce. F 
Which right it will exercise is a question that 
lies entirely within the domain of policy. 

“Upon the outbreak of the present war our govern- 
tent adopted the policy of neutrality, and neutrality 
implies that the government shall take no action 
which will disturb the normal relations between this 
country and any belligerent. The most important of 
these relations is that of free ecommerce, and strict 
netitrality demands that whatever the abnormal con- 
ditions produced by the belligerents | ves, our 
government shall not interfere with such commerce 
as can be carried on with any or all of them. The 
prattical consequences of this normal passive policy 
are created by the acts of belligerents and lie outside 
our legal responsibility. 

‘Whether we maintain this position must depend 
upon considerations not of legality but of duty and 
interest. It is becoming increasingly evident that 
Gur exercise of or even our diplomatic insistence 
‘apo our neutral rights is causing resentment both 
in England and in Germany. In the former coun- 
try there is a wpatural disposition ,to identify 
the English cause with that of human progress, 
civilization, independence, freedom, and interna- 
tional good faith, and United States is blamed 
ing actively to the defense of so much ‘that /we 
prize. Even in its more moderate official form we 
aré made conscious of the expectation that a moral 
support of them should take the form of permitting 
the allies a free hand even at out own cost and the 
disparagement of our neutral policy toward Ger- 
On the other band, German feeling, assuming Ger- 
thany to be the victim of British perfidy and Rus 
sian ambition and identifying the German cause with 
all that is good in modern civilization, resents the 
practical assistance to the allies which our govern- 
ment’s neutrality and our citizens’ commercial inter- 
est bring about. The actual result, whatever the 
legal theory of right may be, is that the’ allies are 
tible to obtain in America arms and munitions for 
the destruction-of German lives, and German feeling 
has more and more openly resented this. 

In short, we are begetting the enmity of both 
England and Germany. 
With this unfortunate fact fully recognized, it is 
for us gravely to consider our position and our 
We are not ready to accept the idealized views 
of their respective parts in the war held by the 
various combatants.

operations” to the secretary of the navy again

raises the interesting question, Is the United| 


States navy a fighting machine or is it a mere 
educational institution for the improvement of its 
personnel? Although the admiral, who f ona of 
the most distinguished naval experts in the coun- 
try’s service, is much too strict a disciplinarian 
to talk for the public as to the reasons which 
prompted him to ask for another assignment, it is 
well understood that his retirement from staf 
duty is the culmination of @ long standing ais- 
agreement with Secretary Daniele and that he 
represents the views of the naval service ab a 
whole. 

The difference between the secretary and his 
professional advisers seems te be that the latter 
believe that efficiency as a military organisation 
should be the primary alm of the department, 
while the secretary shares with Secretary Bryan 
the view that the navy is a convenient medium 
for experimentation in various forms of humani- 
tarian endeavor and for the exercise of “ practi- 
cal politica,” a form of activity in which they are 
most efficient. This radica) difference waa brought 
into acute contrast a few months ago, when Ad- 
miral Fiske gave the house committeé on naval 
affairs, as he was bound to do; his unvarnished 
opinion concerning the efficiency and preparedness 
of the navy. It di@ not please the searetary to 
have the nation informed, on the authority .of an 
expert of such high rank, that the navy was with- 
out a guiding military policy, and it had falien off 
in gunnery, was without sufficient men to man the

m™ KR. O. BE. DYSON, Illinois state vet- 
erinarian, informs me that Illinois 
has been cleared of foot and mouth 
disease, At the pregent time there 
| is no animal known to be infected 
with the disease within the state. As prac-. 
tically similar statements ate being sent 
out from other states, thé probability is 
that thip source of infection of the human 
mouth has ceased to exist, so far as this 
country is concerned, 

Foot and mouth disease as a human in- 
fection was first described by an Austrian 
151 years ago. It is known to be a Alter- 
able virus and is probably a spirile germ 
too small to see with our present micro- 
scopes. Naturally it is a diseaseof cloven 
hoof animals, and infecte man only under. 
exceptional circumstances. . 

The number of cages of foot and mouth 
disease in the human subject is small. The 
best evidence is that there has never been 
@ case in the United States, But though 
we can forget human foot and mouth dis- 
éase, it does not follow that diseases of 
the mouth are of no importatce.

THRUSH~—Thrush is one of the few dis- 
eases due to & mold. The mold respon- 
sible is much like that which grows on 
musty bread. Molds are everywhere. 
They are constantly getting in the mouth. 
Unless conditions there are proper for 
their growth, they are like seed sown op 
rocky soil. 

The proper soil is composed of two sub- 
stances—acid secretions and) sugar. The 
saliva naturally isalkaline. When a drop 
of it ts placed on a strip of litmus paper 


| the spot turhe bive. If the saliva is acod 


it turns itmmus paper red. Litmus paper , 
can be found in any drug store, and any- 
body can make the test. 

The mold which causes thrush grows in 
actd saliva. Sugar ie éspecialiy necessary 
as a food forit. Therefore, thrash ts espe- 
cially frequent in children fed on sweet- 
ened varieties of condensed milk. Foods 
containing starch are second in impor- 
tance. '

To prevent thrush, see to it that the 
baby does not put in his mouth any nipple, | 
or pacifier, er other object thet has been 
in any other mouth. See that all nipples 
are sterilized and kept in a boracic acid 
solution when not in use. If the beby is 
fed on sweetened condensed milk, the 
mouth should be washed after each feed- 
ing. Thrush means that baby’s mouth 
has not been kept clean. The essence of 
cure ie to clean up. 

Thrush spots appear anywhere in the 
mouth. They afe white and curdiike. 
Sometimes they are thought to be curds 
adhering to the membrane. These white 
patches are easily brushed off. Under a 
low power microscope the branching mold 


growth can be easily recognized. 


The simple cases will respond to simple 
home treatment. The diet is to be changed 
60 as to get rid of the excess of sugarand 
starch. The nipples are to be sterilized 
The child ts te 
be cleaned up and kept clean. The acidity, 
of the saliva is to be overcome with a lime 
water or sodA water mouth wash. The 
mold patches that can not be rubbed off 
washed with a solution of hyporu!- 
phite of soda, 1 to 8, or bopax, 1 tos. The

the little bit of acid charred membrane 


comes away, and the wleer le cured. If

T minefal poisons show a special 


fondness for the gums. Phosphorus én- | 


tefs the tissues readily through the 
mouth, It is thrown. of In the mouth 
secretions. In consequence the jaws and 
gume feel the full effect of phosphorous 
poisoning. In lead poisoning, however, 
the’ mineral enters the system. A good 
part of it {s thrown off In the mouth secre- 
tions, : 

One of the most reliable symptoms of 
-lead poisoning is the blue line slong the 
gums, 

When mercury poisoning exist4, wheth- 
er the mineral has entered through the 
mouth: from the hande of workers in 


quicksilver or whether it has been given | 


internally as a medicine, a considerable 
portion of it is thrown off by the mouth 
secretions, and salivation, swollen gums 
and sore teeth are symptoms. 

When iodide of potassium hes béen 
given internally, the drug can be found in 
the mouth esecretiona although soreness 
of the gums is not brought about. If 
scurvy no symptom is more character 
istic than boggy gums.

PYORRH@A.—Much the moet impor- 

tant condition of the gume is pyorrhaa. 


. Children lose teeth from @ecay. Grown’ 


peoplé lose theirs from pyorrha@a. The 
tooth lost may be sound and free from 
decay or even wear. in other words, 
decay may or may not be present. It 
bears no necessary relation to pyorrhoesa, 
for pyorrhea is a dietase of the gume 
and not of the teeth. 

While this is true, the pyorrh@a process 
begine at the point of attachment to the 
tooth. It is prone to begin around a 
neglected tooth, and it ie Hable to remain 
localized around one tooth for a consider- 
able. time. It spreade from tooth to 
tooth, In the dentist's mind it is. local 
Gizease. He thinke and speaks of it as 
“the pyrerrhes around the tooth.” 

The sublingual glands discharge at the 
inside of the gum mergin of the central 
incisors of the lower jaw. These are 
teeth naturally prone to deposits and 
scale. Another location prone to be- 
fouling is the inside of thé second and 
third molars of the lower jaw. Pyorrhba@a 
is eapecially prope to start around these 
teeth and may be limited for a long time 
to the tooth of starting. 

Some cases of pyorrh@a result from 
bacterial infection and others from 
amcebié infection, but, whether from the 
ome or the other, the condition of the 
tooth is a matter of prime importance. 

Local treatment of the tooth and the 
gum surrounding it is just as important 
as constitutional treatment, even when 
the infection is manifesting itself gen- 
erally throughout the body. . 

The conservation of the teeth is not the 
only reason for treating pyorrhea. Prob- 
ably most of the arthritis deformans and 
a good part of the rheumatism, neuraigia, 
and so-called gout result from infections 
through the gume, 

ities : 

TONGUE—The tongue is a sign post. 
Many conditions of the human body ere 
written plainly on the tongue; that is, 
they are plain for the man who knowsthe 
signe, They mean nothing to the other 
man. Cancer of the tongue often sends 
@ message of warning. 

Levooplakia is a condition in which 
hard, boardlike white patches appear on 
the tongue. The usual location ig the 
side of the tongue. Leucoplakia patches 
are found mere frequently in smokers and 
eepecialiy pipe smokers. 

It ie significant that cancer of the tongue 
seldom occurs in women, just as leuco- 
plakia is almost exclusively ap affection 
of men. ‘ 

Leucoplakia is not painful; it is not 
progressive. After the leucopiakia patch 
has persisted quietly for months or for 
years, it beging to develop cancer synip- | 
tome, and préséently is & well defined 
cancer. Cancer of the tongue does not fol- 
low in every cage of leucoplakia, and not 
every cancer sends a leucoplakia warn- 
ing. 

Cancer on the tongue tee warning that 
the spirochetes of syphilisare distributed 
throughout the aystem. When with eal- 
varsan or full doses of mercury the blood 
and Iymph have been sterilized, . the 
chancre heals. Chancre of the tongue 
je not.a symptom of the later steges of 
eyphilis—the stage in which the apiroche- 
tes are walled off in some bone or con- 
nective tissue area, . 

One of the best signe of péllagrea ie the 
peliagra tongue. While a fiery red tongue 
is not a constant symptom in pellagra, it 
is about as consistent a symptom ae the 
disease has. In peilagra no one symptom 
is constantly present, and in eome cases 
one group of symptoms is prominent: | 
in other, another. | |

The causes of tons!! troubles are dac- 
terial. The method of dlagnostitie tonsil 
trouble is by local inspection, followed by 
cultures. The treatment of tonsil trouble 
te local—tonsils are massaged, cleaned,
